Mr. B'ried- 
ling said thnt at least b(K) persons were 
drowned in that vicinity, and that when 
all reports are in upward of l..')oO will 
be found to have perished. Up to the 
tiOM of his leaving the coroner had held' 
inqii^et on 800 bodiM, 87 of which 
wCiaJMtflad in one pit and 50 in an- 
otiier. It ip impossible to procure con- 
flrmations. 

The aKgregato Idp.s at Reaufort will 
exceed i!Sr)(K),O0(). The phospliato indus- 
try near lloaufort has l«'iu ruined and 
the crops on the sea ishinds are a com- 
plete loss. Unless immediate relief 
comes tha ivCMrtalr will baindMqrUM- 
ble. 

Attempt at identification of bdi^.icM 
ha.s been abandoned. All that is ue- 
sireii now is to get the bodies out of tiie 
way >is ijuickly as possible to prevent 
epiileniic!4 resulting from their rajrid 
decomix)sition. 

No accuratu record is kept of the 
number of dead, and the statiatics of 
tlie disaster will never bo fully known. 
On each island and on the mainland the 
8urviviirs are buryin;^ all the remains 
of the victims thac can Ix' foimd. 

Coroner's certi!ic:itrs iin* out (.f the 
questU)n. Searching parties make their 
way around the plantations and homes, 
and as soon a.s a l)ody is found it is jmt 
under the ground. Whenever wluies 
are with these parties, some sort of 
record is kept, but the greater nombar 
of burials are made bv negroes. 

The black b<dt on the coast has lost 
not less than 1,0(M) of its poi»alation. 
with a probability that it is twice th;i 
number. It will bo a week bi-loro all 
the dead are found, as iliere is so niueii 
water on the islands, beneath which 
there are undoubtedly many bodies. 
The sea, too. is slowly cjisting up its 
dead. The sutlerings oi' nugroes, whi> 
constitute ti!* per cent of tlu^ unfortun- 
ates, are almost unde-.rili.il'l'. ami 
several days must yet pass before their 
Becessitii s can be reli-vrd. 

The lueiiare to health from the de- 
composition of hr.man ainl other bodies, 
scattered all over the islands, niakcs 
the situation wi irs,'. Not a vefdige is 
left of houses and farm buildings, all 
having float<Ml away. Whole settle- 
ments were swept away; families are 
all gone. All boats and tloitts ami 
means of getting from point to point 
are gone, and e.xcept when a!i oi-casion- 
al foot traveler comes to town, there is 
no getting any authentic or minute de- 
scription of what has happened iu re- 
mota places. 

DYING FROM STARVATION. 

A Terrible Condition ol Aflaira Ropurted 
to the (ioT«riior. 

Columbia, S. C. Sept. 4.— Fhonphate 
Inspaotor Jones has arrlysd hera from 
Beanfort by the governor's orders. His 
report shows that previous reports have 

only gue.ssed at the j,'reat loss of life on 
the islands. He believes that the num- 
Ixjrof.dead will go away above 1,000 
persons. Following is a summary of 
what he tays: 

"There is dangi'r of a water famine 
all over the islands, ami even in Beau- 
fort county all t!ie wells and cisterns 
are tilled with salt water. The peool.^ 
were killed bv houses falling on them 
and drowning. Only Paris ami Lady's 
Islands have been hearil from with any 
show of certainty. 

"At Cain's Neck, Coosaw and Pacific 
42 coffins were iised, and ilii persons 
buried. The bodies are being found in 
a decomposed condition. Tliey are 
being mutilat(;d ])y crows, and are very 
oti'ensivo. They havc^ not begun to find 
even a iiortion of the bodies. Some of 
them are .swei)t far up in the marshes 
where man can not go. At (.'ain's Neck 
there are deer, cows, hogs, snakes and 
all kinds of wild animals piled up to- 
gether, making the section so offensive 
that no one can go there. 

"There are not enough jiro visions to 
last these people a week. They are dy- 
ing from starvation. While in Peau- 
fort Sunday noon the wind was so 
strong that it blew me across the street. 
1 had a terrible struggle to get around 
back of a fence, and clinging to it, got 
into a house on the highest point on the 
bluff, where 1 remained until 4 a. m. 
The water was lu feel deep in the town. 
You couldn't hear vour own ears for 
the roar of the winds. The damage iu 
the town of Beaofort wUl not be less 
than $250,000, 

"It is not luonoy the people want as 
much as provisions and clothing. Their 
needs are immedialo. Lots of persons 
had to tie themselves to trees in order 
to keep from being swept away. Tlie 
peoiile are like maniacs, crying for 
bread Soma of than hsTS OB nothing 
but shirts." •

DRIVEN TO DEATH. 



Dr. Thaeher Ofwrei CommlU Saleid* in 

HU Cell. 

Dbntkr, Sept. 4. — Dr. Thacher 
Graves, the convicted poisoner of Mrs 
Josephine Bamaby, committed l|iicida 
in hia osU at the ooantf jail Saturday 
night, msnmaUy bj tatdnf poison. 
Ba was found stiff and ooM in death at 
9 a. m. Sunday by the "trusty " who 
has been earing for him. On his person 
wMlovMlOlatlMrB. Ooawaa aa fol 
lowit 

Dnnraa, Aug. 9, 1809 
To the Conmr ol Denver: 

OlABBia— Please don't hold aa autopsy 
on my remains. The cause of my death 
may be rendered as follows Died from 
perseoution.' Worn out. Bxlianstad. Tours 
resportfully, W I'tf ACHIB OOAVKS. 

The cori>se was quits OOld when 
f omul. N o direct evidenoe of suicide 
was visible, but the above letter tells 
the story. There war* also letters to 
Mrs. Graves, wife of the doctor, to 
Jailor Crawa and an addreai to tba 
public, 

That the prisoner had long con 
templated taking his own life is evident 
from the data of the letter— Aug. 9 last. 

Another latter waa addressed to Cap- 
tain Crawa IiImi Jailor. It was dated 
Aug. 29, 1898 and read as follows: 

It would keep a man bu^ to follow Ste- 
vens and answer the lies which he onblush 
ingly peildles out to the papt-rs. One or 
two, liowover. need ntt^-ntion, and they are 
easily pruveii to bt.' liis. I was a member 
of tiie MassJichusetls .State Mtxlieal so- 
ciety, also Connect icul State Medical so- 
ciety. I never made a proposition to the 
Ithodo Island State 4ic'1ic m1 sik iciy for lul 
mission. My lawyers liuve I he full reports 
showing tlLiL 1 nei; lier wronxed f he e.stat/ 
of Mrs. IJaraaby, and that the estate now 
owes me, out.side of tae legsoy f>y will. 
I can not expend more money ligliting Ste- 
vens. I must take the onlymcau.t to prove 
it for my wite and dear, boaored, a^ed 
mother. T. I HACBBR Gbavss. 

As well known Dr. Oraves was uwait 
ing his second trial for the munUr of 
I\Ir8. Josephine Barnaby, of Providence, 
who, at tne time of her death waa visit- 
ing friends in Denver. She died April 
lU, 18U1. On April she drank from a 
bottle of whisky that bad come by mail 
from Boston and that wati labelled 
"Wish yon a happy New ^ear; please 
accept this line old whisky from your 
friends in the woods". 

Tliu whisky contained a solution of 
arsenic. Dr. Oraves was accused of 
sendins the bottle. After one of the 
most famous trials in the criminal au 
nals of this country, Dr. Graves was 
convicted of murder iu the first degree 
and was sentenced to be hanged, x'he 
supreme court granted him a new trial 
which was tu have begun the latter part 
of this month. 

"Its a clear case of suicide," said Oor- 
oner Chivingtoo, while sitting iu the 
cell of the dead man yesterday. Depu 
ty Warden Shire nodded, and the ooro 
ner oi)ened a letter addressed to him by 
the doctor. It was dated August V, 
aud after requesting that no autopsy 
be held, informed we coroner that he 
could find the eansa of'^hia death, as 

foil ows; 

"Died from persecution, worn out 
and exhausted." 

The letter was found with half a 
dozen others addressed to various per 
sons in a bundle of manuscript under 
the doctor's eaathcal, which stood near 
the head of his cot. 

One of the letters was addressed to 
John W. Bridges, the "trusty," who 
discovered the doctor dead in his cell. 

A thorough search of the cell had 
been made before the letters were 
brought to light A pile of books and 
magazines that stood on the little table 
were examined and his clothing was 
searched but nothing was found that 
would explain matters until the satchel 
was lifted aside and the letters found 
under it. 

The doctor left everything in order 
before he died. When he ws* found ho 
was clad in his trousers and a dress 
shirt. He lay on hia right side in a 
posture he usually assumed after retir 
ing. There was a slight froth on his 
lips, which might just as easily have 
come from natural causes as from poi 
son. There was paper sacks of fresh 
peaches and pears on his table, the gift 
of his wife on her late visit Saturday. 

Captain Craws, the Jailer, was the 
last person to sea Mr. .Graves aliva, ao- 
cording to the stataments made to the 
coroner. He passed the cell at 2 o'clock 
in the morning and then the nnf ortu 
nate man appaarad.to be all right For 
some time paat, however, he nas been 
looking pale, but he did not complain 
of being ill. About a week ago Dr. Du- 
lin, the county physician, remarked his 
paleness and asked him if he did not 
think that a little iron would do him 
good. 

He replied: "To the dogs with 
pUvsic." 

Among other latter* left by the doc- 
tor waa one dJractad to hia wif^ a very 
lengthy one and anotheor addressed to 
the public. The coroner refuses to 
make the contents of the letter known 
until Mrs. Graves haa read it. Just 
now the lady ia too mooh prostrated to 
be seen. 

Ex'Distriot Attorney Stevens is pre- 
paring A statement bearing on the case. 
A postmortem azamination wUl also be 
held on the remains and the exact 
cause of death ascertained!. 



Waa Urtermiaed to Ule, and Old. 

Kansas City, Sept. 4.— Nellie Dorris, 
a mulatto girl, aged 20, who escaped 
from the workhouse a year ago, wasrec- 
ognized bv m officer on the street. He 
attempted to arreat her. The girl fled 
and atteiijipted to commit suicide by 
throwing herself in front of a moving 
cable train. She was not badly hurt. 
The officer arrested her and took her to 
the stationhouse. There the girl at- 
tempted to end her life. She swallowed 
a quantity of pins and thrust a large 
pin through her throat, and hanged her- 
self from b bar on the door of her cell. 
She was cut down before lif». was ex- 
tinct, but died shortly afterward.

SFRinamLD, Mo., Sept 4.— About 4 

o'clock Sunday morning the eastbound 
passenger train on the St. Louis and 
S<in Francisco road, in charge of Con- 
ductor Mills, was held up by highway- 
men at Mound Valley, Kan., a flag sta- 
tion, a short distanea east of Oswego, 
Kan.. ExpraasMsasanjiaf Ghapman shot 
and killed and amy pawsngar robbed 
of their valnablaa. 

The train had stopped to take on a 
passenger. As the train was ready to 
move, two men. armed with Win- 
chesters, sprang from the platform onto 
the tender and ordered the engineer to 
pull out until told to stop. The engi- 
neer obeyed. It waa at this point that 
the messenger, C. A. Ch^man, was 
killed. One of the highwayman looked 
around the aida of the car and saw the 
messenger standing in the door of his 
car. The robber fired and the messen- 
ger fell out of tiie car. When the train 
had gone about two miles the engineer 
was ordered to stop and the engine crevv 
were locked in the baggaga ear With 
the bagKagemau. 

The robbers first entered the express 
car, but found the safe locked, the key 
being in the pocket of the messenger. 
They pried and battered the lock, but 
could not open the safe. Time being 
valuable to them the three robbers then 
entered the smoker, two in front and 
one in the rear. The robbers in front 
ordered all hands up, which commaml 
was emphasised by the man in the rear 
telling everybody to sit still. The col- 
ored porter was the first man roblx d. 
The leader of the gang was unmasked 
and the other two wore handkerchit f.s 
over their faces. 

After the passengers in the sni iker 
had been relieved of their valuables tlie 
robbers went back to the first chair 
car. where the same program was car- 
ried out. In the meantime a porter 
had made his way back to the second 
chair car and informed Conductor Mills 
of the stoppas^e. The conductor went 
into the sleeper and locked the door. 
Chief of Police Cone of Wichita was in 
the sleeper, and started to give battle 
to the robbers, but was dissuaded by 
the conductor, who told him the rob- 
bers were well armeil and de.iperate 
men, and the loss of life would be too 
groat. The officer and the porter then 
posted themselves at the door of the 
sleeper with pistols. The second chair 
car was the last one visited by the rob- 
bers. It was searched in the s:i^\e sjs- 
tejn and manner as We other two. 

The robbers then unlocked the bai^- 
ga};e car and told the eiif/ineer ho could 
go on. The trainmen ^-an lookinj; 
for the missing meHsenj;er. It was in it 
until the train piilliMl hack to the depot 
that the body of Jlessenuer Chapman 
was found. It v.as in the weeds a 
short dis'HiK'e from the track. He was 
quite dead, a \\ ineliester bullet having 
(•^;l^!led through the back of liis head. 
Clwtpnian's body was taken to his home 
in .Jopliii. .Mo. He waa 24 yearij old. 
and recently mari ied. The robbers oc- 
cupied only 15 minutes, and half an 
hour's time was consumed in all before 
the train airain got under way. 

The .'-lu rilf at ( iswe^o lias two parties 
in i)ur.>^uit. It is tliou^'ht that the rob- 
bers have gore toward the Indian Ter- 
ritory. Tlie three men were young, 
well-dressed, cool in their work and evi- 
dently old tiands at it. Ofiieers of the 
road have had warning of this raid and 
have been exiK'cting it for a mouth. 
Vigorous pursuit of tba dssperadoaa is 
already on foot. 

RAILROAD WRECK. 

Two Moa Killed and a Doaen other* 
Ii^ared. < 

SntBATOR, Hia., flapt 4— A terrible 

wreck occurred in the outskirts of this 
city, resulting in the death of t^'o un- 
known men ami serious injuries to a 
dozen other persons. The killed ore: 
two nnknown iii'ii, supposed to be 
trami)s, pinned under the wreekage. 

At about 'J:;iO p. 111. tile rej^uliir 
freight and aecoininodation train which 
left tlii.-i city over the Illinois \'alley 
and northern branch of the Burlin,i,'ton 
went through a bridge and the cars of 
the heavy freight, together with the 
car containing the imssengers, were 
piled up at the bottom of a 'J.'i foot 
ravine. The wreck took fire from a 
stove. The uiiinjurtHl trainmen huo- 
cee(h(l in imtting out the flames but 
not until several of the passengers had 
been severely burned. 

A relief train was at once sent from 
this city nnd everytlung done lor liie 
victims. Tiie two men who were kdh il 
«ere jiinned lienealh the wrec^k ami 
their b'xlies not recovered until day- 
light. Tlie injur.'d were all brought to 
this city aud placed in the hospitoL

A C'iiiii|iiii|;n HrK>ii> Ttii-it >Vlll l.uat I'or 
Ovrr H Year. 

Kansas City. Sept 4.— The woman's 
sufl'ragG convention haa started a cam- 
paign that ia to rack the state continu- 
ally until theconstitntional amendment 

is voted upon in the fall of 1804.with 
speeches by Susan B. Anthony, Helen 
Ciougaa, Mrs. Lease, Anna L. Dignes. 
Mrs. Emma Devoe, Mrs. St. John and 
others. The following is in part th* 
platform adopted on which the lonu 
suffrage battle is to be fought: 

"We teke it to be that the deter- 
mined policy of the Kansas Equal Suf 
frage association is to confine the work 
for the amendment strictly to argu 
ments and propaganda for the eii- 
franchinsement of women. It is not 
expected nor will it be asked for the 
women of the several parties that the y 
should cease their active and zealous 
work for their respective parties, yet 
we moet emphatically state that all 
speakers and workers, under the 
auspices of the amendment campaign 
committee shall refrain from argument 
for, or reference to their party issue-^. " 

"All political parties of the sta.o 
shall bo and are hereby asked to ein 
body ill their count}' and state p!.it- 
forms expressions favoring the adop 
tion of unequivocal snflrage planks" 

NEW SWIN DLE ON FARMER& 

An Ingenious Triok Perpetmtea hy 
Rharpfm on Indiana GrniiRvm. 

ElwijiiI), Ind., Sept. 4.— A new swin- 
dle is being perpetrated on the farmers 
in this vicinity. A well-dressed fellow 
stops at a well-to-do farmer's and in- 
forms him that be is agent for a patent 
wagon tongue and is selling county 
rights. He exhibits the tongues and 
tells him that he has mode a big 
thing out of it and is on his way 
home with only this county to sell. He 
offers to sell it dirt cheap and only asks 
S'iSO. Ho usually leaves and tells the 
farmer that if he concludes to take it to 
write him, and leaving his address de- 
parts. 

In a few davs swindler Xo. 3 comes 
along and calls on the farmer, telling 
him ne bos heard that he owned the 
right for his county, and as he haslieen 
in the business and knows what it Ls, he 
wants to buy the right of him, and 
olfers him 9400 for it After some 
haggling, the farmer takes him up and 
the fellow p iys 1 10 down to bind the 
bargain, agieeing to pay the remainder 
when the transfer is made. The 
farmer, seeing 9150 profit in sight, 
sends his note to swindler No. 1 for 
$200, and uxpeota to get the county 
right and turn it over to his purchaser. 
He never hears from either one again, 
but his note conies np for odlleotion in 
due season, and he is out of pocket just 
i240. 1 

RIOT IN MEX ICO. 

Five Men Killed and Beverol Other* 

Matlly Injured. 

.Iau.m., M<^.\., Sept. 4. — The town of 
Patos, (ibout 50 miles south of lie:e, 
was the scene of a riot, which resulted 
in the. killing of five men. Saturdiiy 
afternoon a celebration was being given 
at the old bull ring, which was atteude<l 
by a large crowd of people. 

One of the features of the program 
was a cocking main. In oneof tnenghts 
between the two cocks a dispute took 
place as to whether it was conducted 
fairly and the trouble soon spread into 
a general riot. The men killed were 
stabbed to death. Several others were 
wounded. The disturbance waa quelled 
by the authorities and a number of the 
leaders of the riot have been arrested.

BUDA -Pksth, Sept 4.— A terrible 
tragedy has occujured in a village near 
here. A young man at a ball, exasper- 
ated because bis attentions to a young 
lady had been slighted, imagined that 
if he inherited his father's large estate, 
he would be an acceptable suitor. Ao- 
cordingily, he returned to his father's 
house ana killed his parents, who were 
in bed asleep, with a natohet. He then 
murdered his six young brothers and 
sisters. Then he returned to the ball 
and danced the remainder of the night. 
The next day he was arrested upon susk 
liieiou. Ba confeaaed tba orime after 
two days.

WAaHWOTOM, Sapt 4.- Tha aeaaia 
ihowsno disposition to shirk the re- 

rponsibility idaced upon it by the house 
to pass the bill to repeal the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman silver law. Mr. 
Voorhns s has given frequent notice that 
he will press the repeal Ull at M timsa 
until It is disposed of. 

It is eipect<'d that Mr. Hale's propo- 
sition, that the senate meet at 11 o'clock 
daily, will ]»■ accepted, and thus, gently 
and gradually, but firmly, the pressure 
will be l)rought to Ijear upon the silver 
men who hold out in the fiulit ai,';iinst 
repeal. If they are disposed to talk from 
this out they will be allowed to do so, 
but whenever there ia an intermission 
Senator Voorhees will probably be 
found persuasively suggesting a vote on 
some amendment, and all the time seek- 
ing to bring thi> iiueition to a final vote, 
the favorable issue of which he tloes not 
appear to doubt. 

Formal announcement of speeches to 
be made have been given by Senators. 
Cullom, Stewart and Mills, the hrst for 
today, Mr. Stewart for Tuesday, and 
Mr. Mills for Wednesday. It is proba- 
ble also that Senator Mitchell of Ore- 
gon will address the s. nate on the .sil- 
ver question before the vs'eek expires. 

The house, instead of adi'pting the 
code of rule recomiiiendeil by the coin- 
mitlee on rub s in one ses.sioii. as it was 
expected would be done, spent the 
whole of last week after ?.Ionday. in 
debating upon the conuiiittee's report 
without coming to any conclusion 
thereon. 

Much of the opposition to the rules 
wa.s purely fictitious, ami was arou.sed 
with the lcliet tli.'il, wluie t!nis en 
gaged, the house woc.ld at least be 
saved from iiojrg any damage, or any- 
thing which it or th.; e'MUitr\- might 
regret.
